Drury Lane.—Mr E. L. Blanchard, the 


_ author of the Drury Lane annuals for the last 


twenty successive years, has this season illus- 
trated Persian mythology, and under the title 
of * Beauty and the Beast; or, Harlequin and 
Mother Bunch,” has provided Mr William 
Beverley, the distinguished scenic artist, with 
ample opportunity for a pictorial display of 
oriental tancy and magnificence. The induc- 
tion presents Mother Bunch (Miss Hudspeth) 
asthe custodian of a number of ancient relics 
brought to her by Old Custom (Mr Moreland), 
and as the exhibitor of a series of modern 
improvements, of which the Suez Canal is the 
most conspicuous. Havingthus had opened 
a rapid communication with the east, we have 
a reminiscence of Moore’s famous poem of 
‘¢ Paradise and the Peri,” and behold the ex- 
pelled Peri doomed to wear the human form 
until she can influence a mortal to perform a 
singularly noble action. Forth from the Vale 
of Cashmere goes the Peri, Azalea (Miss Kate

All, of course, ends 
happily, according to the issue of the original 
fairy story, and the Beast regains his original 
form of a Prince, whilst the Peri is enabled to 
recover her forfeited place. There are some 
very novel effects introduced, and the opening 
extravaganza is of an unusually elaborate 
kind. Mr Cormack has arranged the dances 
and pantomimic action, the well-known 
Dykwynkyn has furnished the oriental designs, 
and Mr W. C. Levey has composed the music. 
The harlequinade, which comprises a scene of 
the Wimbledon review, entirely performed by 
children and invented by Mr Cormack, will be 
supported by Messrs Harry Bolenoand Rowella 
as Clowns, Messrs Paul Herring and J. Morrie 
as Pantaloons, Messrs H. Saville and W. 
Fawdon Vokes as Harlequins, and Misses L. 
Grosvenor and Jessie Vokes as Columbines, 
with Miss R. Vokes as Harlequina. The 
‘* Annual,” which has been months in pre- 
paration, is produced under the experienced 
direction of Mr Edward Stirling. 

Covent Garpen.—The pantomime at this 
theatre is entitled “‘The Yellow Dwarf; or, 
Harlequin, Cupid and the Kirg of the Gold 
Mines,” written by H. J. Byron. The scenery 
by Messrs Hawes Craven, Julian Hicks, 
Dayes, Caney; also by Messrs W. Telbia and 
W. Telbin, jun. The costumes designed by 
Matt Morgan and executed by Mons. Hennier, 
Mons. Gustave Morin, Mrs James, Madame 
Wallet, and Mons. Leblanc Granger, of Paris. 
The appointments by Mr Labhart. The 
divertissement and dances composed by 
Mons. Desplaces. The music composed and 
selected by Mr Betjemann. The tale and 
incidents are of the usual character of this des- 
cription of pieces, being clever and amusing. 
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tomimists, who are so well known for their 
ability that it is not necessary to dwell upon 
their merits: Harlequin, Mr Fred Payne; 
Columbine, Madlle. Esta; Pantaloon, Mr 
Paulo, and Clown, Mr Harry Payne. Our 
space will not allow us to recognise the beau- 
tiful scenery, &c., tilla further view has been 
obtained. 

New Nationa Stanparp.—The subject 
of Mr Douglass’s grand pantomime is “ Jack 
the Giant Killer; or, ‘The Seven Champions,” 
produced with new und beautiful scenery by 
Mr Richard Douglass ; costly costumes by 
Lafayette. Armour and warlike accoutre- 
ments by M. Le Blane Granger, of Paris, 
armourer to the Emperor Napoleon III. The 
fairy ballet scene, the Knights’ Encampment, 
with the Assembly of the Nations, produce a 
wonderful effect ; and the grand transforma- 
tion scene is a combination of magnificence 
and unequalled spectacular display. Clown, 
Mr G. Boleno; Harlequin, Mr A. Roby ; 
Columbine, Miss Roby. ‘The outlay upon this 
pantowime must have been very great. 
Nothing has been left urdone by way of 
novelty to make it one of the first features of 
the day. The scenery, dresses, tricks, and, 
above all, the transformation scene, must be 
seen to be appreciated. 

Sapter’s Wetrs.—Mr Edgar, the propri- 
etor of this old and favourite theatre, has con- 
fined the plot and incidents of his pantomime 
to local adventures. It is entitled ‘Ye 
Faire Maide of Merrie Islington ; or, Harie- 
quin, the Cruel Prior of Canonbury, and the 
Chivalrous Knights of St. John.”” The tale is 
well told and is very amusing. It is writien 
by F. G. Cheetham, Esq., and the scenery is 
by the clever and progressive artist, Gowrie, 
whe is fast approaching to perfection. The 
characters are amusing and are in the hands of 
well-known favourites. Mr R. Edgar, jun., 
has a character which he causes to be very 
funny and interesting—it is that of the Baron 
of Bagnagge Wells. There is also an intro- 
ductory scene, which is facetiously called the 


Temple of Momus, in which mirth, fun, and | 


jollity raise the spirit of Joey Grimaldi, who 
assists them witha subject for the pantomime. 
The pantomimists comprise Mr Sylvestre as 
clown, Mr Dick Herbert as pantaloon, Mr 
Harry Howard as harlequin, Madlle. Bella 
Mardini as columbine, and Brothers D’Olga 
as sprites. The costumes are by Mr Coombes 
and Mrs Cove, and the properties by Mr 
Hassett. The whole goes off with great 
applause. 


Grecian.—The title of the pantomime at 
this theatre is *‘ The Gnome Fly ; or, Harle- 
quin and the Nine Dwarfs and the Magical 
Crystal,” which is by Messrs G. Conquest and 
Spry. Mr Conquest as usual is the great card 





and goes through many wonderful feats as the 
Guome Fly. Dolf Rowella plays Clown, Mr 
Inch Pantaloon, Mr W. Ozmond Harlequin, 
Misses Gerris and Howes Columbines. The 
scenery is by Messrs Hawes Craven and 
Messender. The Pantomime is a most ex- 
cellent production of the kind, and will no 
doubt become a great favourite. We may give 
further particulars in our next. 


BriTannrA.—The name of the pantomime 
at “the people’s”’ theatre is ** The Giant of 
the Mountain ; or, the Savage, the Shipwreck, 
and the Belle of the Period.” The opening 
scene is the Abode of Merry Christmas, where 
that jovial monarch (Mr E. Harding) is re- 
velling in the festivities of the season. The 
Fairy Mistletoe (Mise L. Rayner) and the Spirit 
of Pantomime (Mr G. Lewis) join the group. 
The rollicking Ice Sprites bring in an enor- 
mous plum pudding, which, on Kfng Christ- 
mas approaching to slice it, opens and dis- 
closes Eighteenhundredandsixtynine (Mre S.

‘There are several new and 
favourite actresses, including some of the old 
favourites. The burlesque is a great success, 
and we observe an alteration in the lowering 
of the prices of admission. 

Surney.—“ St. George andthe Dragon ; or, 
Harlequin Old Time aud the Seven Champions 
of Christendom,” is Mrs Pitv’s offering. Great 
expense has been bestowed upon this panto- 
mime, the scenery and tricks are very good 
and all the artists engaged are old favourites, 
who work hard for the amusement of the 
audience. The masic has been selected by 
Mr Ross, and the entire produced under the 
superintendence of Mr Charles Pitt and Mr 
Villers). Mr W.H. Harvey is Clown, Mr 
St. Maine Harlequin, Paul Abbott Pantaloon, 
Miss Carrie Collier Columbine, and Miss 8t.

THE CABINET. 
THE FITZROY DRAMATIC CLUB. 

On Tuesday evening the above club gave 
an excellent performance, which was well 
managed throughout the evening, and no delay 
occurred between the acts—a rare occurrence 
in amateur performances. 

The first piece was a one-act farce; the 
characters were supported by Mr Franklen and 
Miss Temple, who acted up to each other in a 
most natural and humorous manner, the title of 
which is “ The Household Fairy,” or, as we 
would style it, ‘‘ The Reformed Rake;” how- 
ever, to use the old adage—*What’s in a name?” 
—the acting was the thing, and it proved to be 
most successful. Mr Franklen should try more 
in light comedy; he is well adapted, both in 
person, voice, and gentlemanly demeanour. 
We should like to see him in Cassio, Charles 
Surface, Young, Daunton, Benedict, or Claudio; 
if he would study some such parts he could not 
fail to be successful. 

After the farce Jerrold’s ‘Rent Day ” 
followed, Mr T. Gray was the Martin Heywood, 
and although this gentleman appeared to be 
suffering under a severe hoarseness he was most 
painstaking, and acted with much feeling and 
considerable pathos in the many trying scenes. 
Mr J. Anderdon, who was the Toby Heywood, 
acted with great spirit and animation. He was 
well up inthe part, and his scenes with old 
Crumbs was what the author intended they 
should be. Mr G. Wood, in the part of the 
old Steward, displayed some very judicious 
acting, and he looked the character in every 
respect ; he was both energetic and dignified in 
the last scene. Mr Edwards is a clever come- 
dian, and his Bullfrog was an amusing piece of 
acting, but rather over-drawn, Mr Franklin, in 
the charactcr of Grantly, was gentlemanly,easy, 
and graceful, and acted with considerable force 
and power ; be looked the Country Squire, and 
did ample justice tothe author, Mr H, Wallace, 
as Silver Jack, imparted to the character all the 
roguish rough manner the part abounds witb, 
and the scene where he offers the money to 
Rachel was well acted, He was well supported 
by Mr Miller as Hyssop. The part of Bean- 
stalk was made much of by Mr Wilford, and 
the*smaller characters were all efficiently acted. 
Miss L. Bell, as Rachel Heywood, acted with 
care and discernment, avd threw into the 
character considerable pathetic feeling, but her 
dress was quite out of place, for a poor farmer’s 
wife with earrings and handsome jewellery, and 
a fine dress, Miss F. Layton, as Polly Briggs, 
was good in the character, and made it very 
amusing. We were so unwell that we cou!d not 
sit to see the after-piece, which we were so 
desirous of doing. We hear it was capitally 





Altogether the evening’s amusement 
did the Fitzroy Club great credit. 


On Monday evening Mr Charles Mathews 
took a farewell benefit at the Theatre Royal. 
The house was crowded in every part, and Mr 
Mathews received a verv cordial welcome, The 
characters were Sir Charles Coldstream, in 
“ Used Up ” Plumper, in “ Cool as a Cucumber;” 
and Captain Patter, in “ Patter versus Clatter.” 
After the second piece, in response to a hearty 
recall, he re-appeared ond addressed the house 
as follows: “Ladies and Gentlemen—I intended 
to give you a surprise to-night, but unfortu- 
nately the bills have intercepted me,and have,let 
out the secret that I am going to Australia, It 
is qnite true I am going to Anstralia, I am 
used to going abroad every year—on the Conti: 
nent, to Switzerland, &c.—for a two months’ 
holiday, and I take my wife to air herself. 
But this time IT am going for a two years’ holi- 
day. It only takes two hours to go from 
Dover to Calais; it will take two months to go 
from here to Australia—of course overland. I 
have long thought of making an excursion to 
the antipodes, and feel sure they will treat me 
kindly and send me back well. I hope I shall 
bring back plenty of colonial produce. I must 
go to them sooner or later—the sooner the bet- 
ter, lest I get too old and lose my faculties. 
When at the antipodes, I shan’t know whether I 
am standing on my head or on my heels, and 
hope I shall come back right side up.” Mr 
Mathews retired amid enthusiastic applause 
from all parts of the house.

CurtosttrEs oF THE Customs’ Dutitrs.—In_ the 
Customs’ Blue Book” for the year 1861 appears in 
all the classes singular variations and anomalies ; 
but the eighth class is the richest in the cur‘osities. 
At the 29 places comprised in it 182 persons are em- 
ployed to collect £138 898, and they receive £20,539 
for doing it, being at the rate of £147 15s 8d per cent. 
This is astonishing; but let the reader look at the 
items in the list before he says ‘* This is too bad.” 
At Guernsey, 12 officers collect £49 at a cost of 
£1,169; at Wigtown, seven oflicers collect £54 and 
receive £705 for their trouble ; and at Cambeltown, 
four officers are no doubt happily content to receive 
£471 for handing over to the Commissioners of Cus- 
toms the magnificent sum of £17!

BEAUFORT HOUSE THEATRE. 








It is with a feeling of disappointment, not 
unmixed with regret, that we witness the 
decadence of this once noted home of the 
amateur drama—the head-quarters of Lord 





Ranelagh’s volunteer corps. In the pre- 
Rachelite days of the gallant Viscount, some 
five years agone, when men of Disney Roe- 
buck’s calibre—Major Williams, Cols. Beres- 
ford and Peel, the young Earl of Disart, &c. 
—trod the boards of this little stage, graced 
then by the presence of Carlotta Leclerq, 
Miss Herbert, and others who were wont to 
play to the fashionable world of the S.W. 
suburbs, it was really a treat to make an 
excursion to Walham-green, and so it was 
even in more recent times, when bright-eyed, 
buxom Ella Staunton, a host in herself, formed 
a good working company, and delighted us 
with her sparkling, sympathetic acting, when 
all was as a place of amusement should be— 
cheering, genial and refined. Great was our 
surprise, thea, when on entering this establish- 
ment on the 23rd, to witness the doings of 
the Thetis Club, we found it wrapped in almost 
Cimmerian darkness ; the well-known pictures 
etill hung on the walle, it is true, but a feeling 
of depre-sion came over us on seeing the state 
of gloom and neglect iato which the place had 
fallen. The lights appeared to be only half 
turned on; the gas-pendents before the pro- 
scenium were unlit, the grate coalless; in lieu 
of the luxurious fauteuils of yore, rush- 
bottomed, perpendicular-backed chairs were 
substituted, and the well-tried actors of the 
corps had made way for an unpractised band 
of youthful aspirants. The sensation, in fact, 
was analogous to that which an old stager of 
the Kean and Macready era feels on visiting 
Drury-lane and finding it tenanted by Jenny 
Boker and the Oxford Crew. 

But we are wandering away from our sea- 
divinity, whose sons did their best to entertain 
us. Mr F. Irving is an amusing low come- 
diin, and made as much of Grimshaw as the 
stupidity of the part would admit. As Fanny 
Sparks Miss Nellie Howard looked pleasing, 
and acted with propriety. Mr F. Tebbitt 
appeared as Mr Featherley, was well dressed, 
but too fussy, We thought his off-hand, 
cavalier treatment of his wife not quite the 


| thing, and his addresses to the audience were 


too pointed, The best actor of the club is Mr 
Horsley-Woods, the manager; he formed an 
excellent idea of the eccentricities and 
poltroonery of Major de Boots; and the Ice- 
brook of Mr Leslie was as the author had 
drawn it, reserved and gentlemanly. Miss B. 
Vaughan was much inconvenienced with a 
cold, which may account for the non-chalance 
of her acting. Mrs Swandown was played 
with becoming modesty byMiss Herbert. Need 
the intelligent reader be told that the pieces 
in which these characters appear are the farce 
of ‘*Grimshaw, Bagshaw, and Bradshaw,” 
aud Stirling Coyne’s ‘‘ Everybody’s Friend.” 

The entertainment ended with “ Done on 
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both Sides,” which we did not see. The 
Thetis amateurs are improving, but they must 
study diligently and will require much 
practice ere they reach the point of efficiency | 
desired by their friends and well-wishers. The 
orchestral arrangements were by the ‘*Snow- 
drop Minstrels,” who played remarkably well 
during the entr’actes. 

This is our last amateur notice for the year 
1869. We shall take an early opportunity of 
reviewing the acts of, and noting the progress 
made by, our histrionic friends and patrons 
during the past year. 


THE CABINET THEATRE. 

On Monday week the annual performances of 
Mr and Mrs Stafford’s pupils, of Myddelton 
House College, Islington, took place at the 
above theatre, to a crowded and highly respect- 
able audience. A spirited prologue was spoken 
by Master Green with good emphasis, and well 
delivered ; after which a comedy in three acts 
was acted with good effect, the principal 
characters being in the keeping of young ladies, 
exactly twenty characters being introduced, the 
title of which was, “ The School for Daughters,” 
It is but justice to the young ladies to say they 
were all well acquainted with the dialogue, If 
we notice anyone in particular who had the 
longest and most important part, it was a young 
lady with a skipping-rope, a sort of romping 
forward girl, who transformed herself into a 
Ghost, and who bad an excellent idea of acting ; 
we bave heard her nameis Watson. There were 
others possessed of similar talent, and for so 
many it was a great credit to their instructors 
to find they were all so exceedingly well 
acquainted with the text. A part-song entitled 
“ Breathe not of Parting” followed, which was 
very prettily sung by the Misses Tiffin, Hutton, 
Pritchard, Robinson, Phillips, Huggins, and 
Stafford. 

This was “followed by Tableaux Vivans of 
historical events, admirably grouped in costume 
with appropriate music, these were immensely 
applauded, 

The concluding piece was “ Alladin,” in which 
Miss Watson took the principal character, The 
whole was a regular Christmas treat, and 
highly creditable to Mr and Mrs Stafford. 

Madlle, Titiens has created the greatest pos- 
sible excitement by her performances at the 
Opera in Hamburg, All the lovers of music 
crowded eagerly to the theatre to listen to the 
great prima donna; nota place could be ob- 
tained but with the greatest difficulty. The last 
tickets were sold on the ‘“ exchange,” and even 
remote back seats fetched two guineas. In one 
instance £20 was paid for a stall to witness the 
Valentine of this great unrivalled artiste. 

Mr Charles Wilmot, ibe celebrated Australian 
comedian, has been engaged by the Messrs 
Mansell, the new managers of the Lyceum, to 
take part in the new operetta, “Chilperic,” which 
is to be produced in January. 

The Prince of Wales and suite again attended 
the performance of “ Uncle Dick’s Darling and 
Wat Tyler, M.P.,” at the Gaiety Theatre, on 
Thursday evening.
